Wilhelmina (1890-1948) 

When Wilhelmina came to 
the throne in 1890 at age 10 
(her mother, queen Emma, 
second wife of the then de¬ 
ceased William III, acted as 
regent until Wilhelmina 
reached the age of 18). The 
58-year reign of queen Wil¬ 
helmina was dominated by 
the two World Wars. 

Juliana (1948-1980) 
Juliana reigned from 1948 
until 1980, and whereas Wil¬ 
helmina reigned like a gen¬ 
eral, Juliana expressed a more 
motherly character. One of her 
first official acts was to sign 
the treaty of independence of 
the Dutch colony Indonesia. 

Beatrix (1980-present) 
The Dutch royal family today 
is much larger than it has ever 
been. Queen Beatrix and her 
husband, the late prince 
Claus, have three sons, 
Willem-Alexander, Friso and 
Constantijn. Her sister Mar- 
griet and her spouse Pieter 
van Vollenhoven have four 
sons: Maurits, Bernhard, 
Pieter-Christiaan and Floris. 
Four of these seven princes 
as well as Margriet, are all 
(potentially) legal heirs to the 
throne, although the first 
right goes to the crown prince 
Willem Alexander and after 
him his daughters Catharina- 
Amalia, Alexia, Ariane, and 
then his brother Constantijn.

Islamist party celebrates

TUNIS (AFP) - The Islamist 
Ennahda party, flush from vic¬ 
tory in Tunisia’s first free elec¬ 
tions, sounded a unifying note 
Friday and called for calm 
after violent protests in the 
town where the country’s rev¬ 
olution began. 

Ennahda chief Rached 
Ghannouchi reached out to all 
political forces following the 
election where his party took 
the most seats in an assembly 


ERCIS (AFP) - Rescuers Fri¬ 
day pulled a 12-year-old boy 
from the rubble of Turkey’s 
earthquake after being trapped 
for 108 hours, as the death toll 
in the disaster rose to 576.

The historic polls nine 
months after Ben Ali’s ouster 
saw the Congress for the Re¬ 
public (CPR) and Ettakatol 
emerge as the biggest parties 
on the splintered left, with 30 
and 21 seats respectively. Both 
have said they were in coali¬ 
tion talks with Ennahda.

ings collapsed. 

Television footage showed 
a rescue worker shading Fer- 
hat’s eyes as he was brought to 
the surface to protect him from 
the floodlights used by the 
emergency teams. 

Both of the young sur¬ 
vivors were rushed to a field 
hospital in Ercis and later air¬ 
lifted by helicopter to nearby 
hospitals for further treatment, 
media reports said. 

According to the latest up¬ 
date from the government’s 
emergency service, 187 people 
have been pulled out alive 
from the debris. 


SALE (AFP) - A Moroccan 
court on Friday convicted nine 
men over an April bomb attack 
that ripped tWugh a Mar¬ 
rakesh cafe packed with Euro¬ 
pean tourists and killed 17, 
sentencing the plot’s ringleader 
to death. 

The court gave a life sen¬ 
tence to Adil al-Atmani’s top 
accomplice Hakim Dah, but 
relatives of those killed voiced 
outrage at the light sentences 
given to the seven other co-de¬ 
fendants, which ranged from 
three to four years. 

In a closing hearing Thurs¬ 
day, Atmani’s lawyer insisted 
his client was innocent and that 
he only confessed after being 
coerced. 

Even though he ultimately 
retracted his confession and 
denied links to jihadist groups 
including Al-Qaeda’s north 
Africa wing, the court ruled 
that Atmani should be exe¬ 
cuted, a penalty not carried out 
in Morocco since 1992. 

When the verdict against 
him was read out, Atmani’s sis¬ 
ter began shouting, preventing 
the judge from reading the ver¬ 
dicts of the other defendants. 
She then fainted. 

Prosecutors had also sought 
the death penalty against Dah, 
but the court gave him life in 
prison for his role in the blasts 
that killed eight French nation¬ 
als, three Swiss citizens and 
three Moroccans in Mar¬ 
rakesh’s bustling Djemaa El- 
Fna square. 

Lawyers representing some 
of the victims had previously 


asked the court not to issue 
death penalties, saying the ac¬ 
cused should be given life in¬ 
stead, partly to deprive them of 
boasting that they will die as 
martyrs. 

Atmani’s lawyer argued that 
Moroccan courts should no 
longer be condemning people 
to death, as the country’s new 
constitution, massively backed 
in a July referendum, invokes 
the ’’right to life”. 

Security sources said At¬ 
mani, 25, left two bags con¬ 
taining bombs on the cafe 
terrace and triggered the blasts 
with a mobile phone just after 
leaving. 

He insisted he had never 
made explosive devices and 
even denied ever going to 
Marrakesh but he appeared 
hesitant when he was grilled 
on witness accounts that iden¬ 
tified him on the day of the 
bombing. 

The Marrakesh bombing 
was the deadliest in the north 
African kingdom since attacks 
in the coastal city of 
Casablanca in 2003 which 
killed 33 people and 12 suicide 
bombers. 

Police described some of 
the convicts in the Marrakesh 
attack as ’’admirers of Al- 
Qaeda” and Moroccan author¬ 
ities had initially blamed 
Al-Qaeda in the Islamic 
Maghreb (AQIM) for the 
bombing. 

AQIM, behind a series of 
attacks and kidnappings in 
north Africa, denies responsi¬ 
bility.

DEN HAAG (AFP) - The In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court 
said Friday it was in eontaet 
with slain Fibyan leader 
Moamer KadhafTs son Seif al- 
Islam over his surrender, as 
NATO deeided to end its mis¬ 
sion in Fibya. 

Fuis Moreno-Oeampo 
warned however the ICC 
learnt that a group of meree- 
naries have offered to move 
Seif to an Afriean eountry 
whieh was a non-party to the 
ICC’s founding doeument, the 
Rome Statute. 

’’Through intermediaries, 
we have informal eontaet with 
Seif,” the proseeutor said in a 
statement, issued at the eourt’s 
headquarters in The Hague. 

’’The Offiee of the Proseeu¬ 
tor has made it elear that if he 
surrenders to the ICC, he has 
the right to be heard in eourt, 
he is innoeent until proven 
guilty,” Moreno-Oeampo said. 
’’The judges will deeide.” 

He said after learning that a 
group of mereenaries offered 
to move Seif to an Afriean 
state not bound to hand him 
over to the ICC, his offiee was 


”de faeto prime minister”, eon- 
trolling the regime’s fmanees 
and logisties, while Senussi 
eontrolled its seeurity organs. 

But the exaet whereabouts 
of both Seif and Senussi re¬ 
main unknown. 

Seif was Tuesday poised to 
eross into Niger along with 
Senussi, his father’s ex-intelli- 
genee ehief, a Tuareg offieial 
was quoted as saying. 

Senussi has passed from 
Niger into Mali, seeurity 
sourees from both eountries 
said Thursday, with sourees 
elaiming he was under Tuareg 
proteetion. 

It was not known whether 
Seif was travelling with his 
group.

But the international justiee 
direetor at New York-based 
Human Rights Wateh said a 
fair trial in Fibya eould not be 
guaranteed. 

A Fibyan trial ”on these 
eomplex erimes in a highly 
eharged environment is not 
likely to render justiee in an 
independent way”, Riehard 
Dieker told AFR 

He added that Kadhafi’s 
’’gruesome” death last week 
highlighted Fibya’s volatility, 
adding that ’’Seif al-Islam’s ap- 
pearanee before the ICC will 
best ensure that justiee is done.

Senator Nieole Eaton ealled 
for adoption of the eold-loving 
polar bear, the world’s largest 
walking earnivore, as a new 
symbol of Canada. 

The lawmaker lauded the 
polar bear’s ’’strength, eourage, 
resoureefulness and dignity,” 
ealling it ’’Canada’s most ma- 
jestie and splendid mammal, 
holding reign over the Aretie 
for thousands of years.” 


C anadians, however, 
reaeted venomously to the 
proposal. 

’’The beaver is a proud 
emblem that is repre¬ 
sented throughout 

Canada,” said one blog 
posting. ’’Why would 
anyone want to replaee it 
with a earnivore that only 
lives in areas that are 
nearly uninhabitable by 
humans and may soon be- 
eome extinet?” 

Glynnis Hood of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and author 
of’’The Beaver Manifesto” re¬ 
leased last month, also de¬ 
fended the beaver as Canada’s 


emblem, telling the daily Na¬ 
tional Post that the buek- 
toothed rodent ’’represents 
tenaeity, intelligenee and an 
ability to survive even the 
harshest elimates.” 

Others quipped that rights 
to the polar bear image would 
have to be bought from Coea- 
Cola, whieh uses it on eans 
sold in Canada.

Scientists take fresh look at 
'faster-than-light' experiment 



PARIS (AFP) - Scientists who 
threw down the gauntlet to 
physics by reporting particles 
that broke the Universe's 
speed limit said on Friday 
they were revisiting their con¬ 
tested experiment. 

"The new test began two 
or three days ago," said 
Stavros Katsanevas, deputy 
head of France's National In¬ 
stitute for Nuclear Physics 
and Particle Physics, also 
called the IN2P3. 

"The criticism is that the 
results we had were a statisti¬ 
cal quirk. The test should help 
(us) address this," he told 
AFP. 

On September 23, the team 
stunned particle physicists by 
saying they had measured 
neutrinos that travelled 


around six kilometres (3.75 
miles) per second faster than 
the velocity of light, deter¬ 
mined by Einstein to be the 
highest speed possible. 

The neutrinos had been 
measured along a 732-kilo¬ 
metre (454-mile) trajectory 
between the European Centre 
for Nuclear Research (CERN) 
in Switzerland and a labora¬ 
tory in Italy. 

Through a complex trans¬ 
formation, a few of the pro¬ 
tons arrive at their destination 
as neutrinos, travelling 
through Earth's crust. 

The scientists at CERN 
and the Gran Sasso Labora¬ 
tory in Italy scrutinised the re¬ 
sults of the so-called Opera 
experiment for nearly six 
months before making the an¬ 


nouncement. 

They admitted they were 
flummoxed and put out the 
begging bowl for an explana¬ 
tion. The results have not 
been published in a peer-re¬ 
viewed journal. 

Since then, an open-access 
online physics review, Arxiv, 
has had scores of papers sub¬ 
mitted to it. 

Some point to perceived 
technical glitches, noting that 
only a minute flaw in meas¬ 
urement would have had the 
neutrinos busting the speed of 
light. 

Katsanevas said CERN 
was making available a spe¬ 
cial form of proton beam until 
November 6. 

The idea is to assess a 
modified measurement tech¬ 
nique. 

If this works, the technique 
will be used in a bigger, 
"highly important" experi¬ 
ment that will be carried out 
in April, he said. 

"The idea with the new 
beam is to have protons that 
are generated in packets last¬ 
ing one or two nanoseconds 
with a gap between each 
packet of 500 nanoseconds," 
he said. 

"We will be able to meas¬ 
ure the neutrinos one by one, 
but to do this we need a beam 
that is a hundred times less in¬ 
tense than the previous one." 
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Samsung overtakes 
Apple to become world 
smartphone leader 



-(AFP) - Samsung zoomed 
past Apple to take the smart¬ 
phone crown in the third quar¬ 
ter, and become the biggest 
mobile phone maker by rev¬ 
enue, after it announced strong 
growth in its handset division 
as part of its quarterly results. 

The company also said it 
expects strong sales of its 
smartphones in the coming 
quarter, with new models 
backed by Google due to debut 
in the UK and elsewhere dur¬ 
ing November. 

The company was pipped 
though by Nokia, which re¬ 


mains the world's largest seller 
of mobile handsets by volume. 
Apple meanwhile has dropped 
from being the biggest smart¬ 
phone maker and mobile 
phone company by revenue in 
the second quarter to rank be¬ 
hind Nokia and Samsung in 
revenue. 

In the second quarter, 
Apple was reckoned to have 
just outdistanced Samsung 
with 20m iPhones sold, but 
saw a rapid slowdown in the 
third quarter as would-be buy¬ 
ers awaited a new model, 
while Samsung piled on the 
pressure. 

The gains in smartphones 
came despite the South Korean 
electronics giant being locked 
in a global patent battle with 
Apple, which began legal ac¬ 
tion in April against Samsung 
for what it says is uninhibited 
copying of its iPhone and iPad 
designs. 
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Aspirin slashes cancer rate for 
those with hereditary risk 


Marijuana users sue California 
over pot crackdown 



PARIS (AFP) - Long-term, 
daily doses of aspirin led to a 
fall of some 60 percent in cases 
of colorectal cancer among 
people with an inherited risk of 
this disease, the journal The 
Lancet reported. 

The trial — considered to be 
broad in sample and long in 
duration — confirms evidence 
elsewhere that aspirin has a 
protective effect against cancer 
of the colon and rectum, it 
said. 

The study enrolled patients 
with Lynch Syndrome, a fault 
in genes charged with cellular 
repair that leads to colorectal 
and other cancers. 

Lynch Syndrome occurs in 
around one in 1,000 people 
and accounts for about one in 
30 cases of bowel cancer. The 
Lancet said. 

A total of 861 patients were 
randomly designated to take 
either two aspirins daily, for a 
dose of 600 mg, or a harmless 
dummy pill, known as a 
placebo, for at least two years. 
They were then regularly 
given colon exams. 


When the data from this 
study were first examined in 
2007, there was no difference 
in colorectal cancer incidence 
between the groups. 

But things changed when 
the researchers checked again 
a few years later. 

By this time, there had been 
34 cases of colorectal cancer in 
the placebo group but 19 in the 
aspirin group — a reduction in 
incidence of 44 percent. 

The doctors then looked 
further at those patients (60 
percent of the total) who had 
been taking the aspirin or the 
placebo beyond the two-year 
minimum. 

In this sub-group, the fig¬ 
ures were even more impres¬ 
sive. 

There were 23 cancers in 
the placebo group, but only 10 
in the aspirin group, amount¬ 
ing to a fall of 63 percent. The 
difference began to be seen 
after five years. 

In the light of this discov¬ 
ery, further research has been 
launched to see what is the best 
dosage and duration of aspirin 
treatment. 

"In the meantime, clinicians 
should consider aspirin pre¬ 
scription for all individuals 
judged to be at high risk of col¬ 
orectal cancer, but taking ap¬ 
propriate measures to 
minimise adverse effects," 
says the paper, headed by John 
Burn, a professor of clinical 


genetics at Newcastle Univer¬ 
sity, northeastern England. 

Last year, a study also pub¬ 
lished in The Lancet, found 
that rates of cancer of the 
colon, prostate, lung, brain and 
throat were all reduced by 
daily aspirin use. For the 
colon, the risk over 20 years 
declined by 40 percent. 

Many doctors recommend 
regular use of aspirin to lower 
the risk of heart attack, clot-re¬ 
lated strokes and other blood 
flow problems. A downside of 
extended daily use is the risk 
of stomach problems. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Californian medical marijuana 
advocates asked a federal court 
to halt a crackdown on pot out¬ 
lets they say penalizes people 
who use the drug for genuine 
health reasons. 

In its suit the Oakland- 
based advocacy group claims 
that the Justice Department is 
trying to dismantle California’s 
medical marijuana laws with 
raids and increased criminal 
prosecutions. 

While the federal govern¬ 
ment is entitled to enforce 
medical marijuana laws. Safe 
Access says the little cited 
10th Amendment of the Con¬ 
stitution forbids it from using 
coercive tactics to hijack the 
state’s lawmaking authority. 


"I have no problem with the 
feds going after people who 
are truly using cannabis laws 
as a front for criminal activ¬ 
ity," said Steve DeAngelo, 
founder of Oakland’s Harbor- 
side Health Center, the largest 
medical marijuana dispensary 
on the West Coast. 

"But they’ve also gone after 
some of the most respected 
people in the medical mari¬ 
juana community." 

"I don’t just ask for some¬ 
thing to kill the pain during the 
day," she said. "Every once in 
a while I have to ask for a gig¬ 
gle. You get tired of being the 
brave person.’’Carmel Mire- 
les,a 56 year-old breast-cancer 
patient.

Economy tests limits of 
US presidents' power 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama occupies 
the most powerful political of¬ 
fice in the world, but when it 
comes to managing the econ¬ 
omy he — and his predecessors 
“ are more impotent than many 
Americans believe. 

It is a truism of American 
politics that the president car¬ 
ries the can. 

Whether it is a war going 
sour or a roaring legislative vic¬ 
tory years in the making, as the 
sign on Harry Truman’s desk 
put it: ’’The buck stops here." 

Unfortunately for Barack 
Obama, the buck is stopping at 
9.1 percent unemployment, 
record national debt and a measly 
growth rate of 2.5 percent. 

It is a legacy that no incum¬ 
bent in modem times has been 
able to overcome to retain the 


presidency. 

But how much can Obama 
or any US president actually 
manage the economy? Not 
much, according to some pres¬ 
idential historians. 

"I think people do overesti¬ 
mate how much influence the 
president has over ’bottom line’ 
indicators like GDP growth 
rates and unemployment rates," 
said Richard Carroll, author of 
"The President as Economist." 

"It also seems that people do 
a poor job of apportioning re¬ 
sponsibility to other institutions 
like the Fed and to the previous 
administration." 

Although the constitution 
gives the president sweeping 
powers in many policy areas, in 
practice the White House has 
few economic tools that do not 
depend on another branch of 


government. 

Congress controls the purse 
strings of fiscal policy, while 
monetary policy is largely the 
domain of the Federal Reserve. 

The limits of executive 
power are currently being seen 
in Washington. 

Faced with a hostile Con¬ 
gress, Obama has been forced 
to abandon plans for a $447 bil¬ 
lion stimulus package. 

Instead, he has announced a 
host of much smaller measures 
that can be done by executive 
order, including the creation of 
a website for business. 

But according to Abshire, 
who now heads the Center for 
the Study of the Presidency and 
Congress, presidents do have 
one potent economic tool — 
what Theodore Roosevelt 
called "the bully pulpit." 



NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
oil prices fell Friday as in¬ 
vestors took profits from 
bumper gains made during a 
week that saw the promise of a 
comprehensive plan to rescue 
the eurozone. 

New York’s main oil con¬ 
tract, light sweet crude for deliv¬ 
ery in December, slipped 64 
cents to $93.32 a barrel. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
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December lost $2.17 to $ 109.91. 

The New York price was 
still well above the $86.31 
close of a week before, after 
encouraging news on growth 
in China and the United States, 
and Thursday’s EU pact, fed 
expectations of firm demand. 

Brent though was only 
slightly higher than the previ¬ 
ous Friday’s $109.54 as the gap 
between the two benchmarks 
appeared to be narrowing. 

Andy Lipow of Lipow Oil 
Associates said Friday’s drop 
was also influenced by bearish 
new data on Japan’s manufac¬ 
turing sector. 

"The oil market is probably 
going to look now ahead how 
the European Union is going to 
implement their program to re¬ 
duce the debt," he added. 

Prices continued to benefit 
from the stronger euro, which 
rebounded sharply against the 
dollar this week with the news 
of the eurozone deal. 

The euro traded in a narrow 
range Friday, barely down 


against the greenback. 

But analysts warned that 
there were still weaknesses in 
the market. 

"The eurozone deal has pro¬ 
vided short-term respite — but 
the zone is far from being out 
of the woods and the threat of 
recession looms large," said 
analysts at the Vienna-based 
JBC Energy consultancy

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'Outdated' royal succession laws scrapped 



LONDON (AFP) -Common¬ 
wealth nations on Friday 
agreed to serap eenturies-old 
laws barring first-bom daugh¬ 
ters or anyone married to a 
Roman Catholie from inherit¬ 
ing the British throne. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron said the agreement, 
unanimously baeked by all 16 
nations where Queen Eliza¬ 


beth II is head of state, repre¬ 
sented an "historie moment" 
for the monarehy. 

He said the ehanges, whieh 
will have to be formally ap¬ 
proved by the affeeted nations, 
would sweep aside "outdated 
rules (that) just don’t make 
sense to us any more". 

"We will end the male pri¬ 
mogeniture rule so that in fu¬ 


ture the order of sueeession 
should be determined simply 
by the order of birth," 
Cameron told reporters at a 
meeting of Comonwealth 
leaders in the western Aus¬ 
tralian eity of Perth. 

-Cameron has the politieal 
support to make the ehanges 
in Britain but needed approval 
from the 15 other Common¬ 


wealth realms, in¬ 
eluding Canada, 
Australia, New 
Zealand and smaller 
nations in the 
Caribbean and the 
Paeifie. 

He said there had 
been talk about 
ehanging the sueees¬ 
sion rules for some 
time but organising 
reform aeross so 
many eountries was 
a eomplex issue. 

The sueeession debate in¬ 
tensified with the wedding in 
April of Prinee William, the 
seeond in line to the throne, 
and Catherine Middleton. 

He said the monareh 
would still have to be Protes¬ 
tant beeause he or she heads 
the Chureh of England. 

"But it is simply wrong that 
they should be denied the 
ehanee to marry a Catholie if 
they wish to do so, after all 
they’re already quite free to 
marry someone of any other 
faith," he added. 

Roman Cathodes, or any¬ 
one who weds a Catholie, 
were barred from aseending to 
the throne in the 1701 Aet of 
Settlement, whieh speeifieally 
exeludes "those who shall pro- 
fesse the popish religion or 
shall marry a papist". 


The law also formalised the 
poliey of male primogeniture, 
although the tradition dates 
baek even further to feudal 
times and beyond. 

Under the law, female heirs 
to the throne are passed over if 
younger male heirs are avail¬ 
able. Queen Elizabeth II was 
erowned in 1953 only beeause 
she did not have any brothers. 

There has been a reluetanee 
to press the issue in the past, 
partly due to eoneern that tin¬ 
kering with the rules may en- 
eourage republiean 

movements in eountries sueh 
as Australia. 

However, the monarehy 
has enjoyed a surge in popu¬ 
larity in the wake of William 
and Catherine’s marriage, with 
adoring erowds greeting the 
queen on her eurrent tour of 
Australia.

All of 
these can be personalized 
with an incredible array of 
toppings, (mushrooms, 
jalapeno peppers, bacon, 
cheese, lettuce, tomato... 
whatever the list goes on) at 
absolutely no extra cost. 

5 Burger portions are 
ENORMOUS! Aaron sug¬ 
gests that even their small 
serving of fries, which are 
made from hand-cut fresh 
Idaho potatoes, is enough to be 
shared by two. He was very 
amused to watch a famous 
French chef demonstrating the 
best way to make fried pota¬ 
toes on a gourmet cooking 
show and could only comment 
“He stole my recipe!” Try 
them the English way-with 
vinegar, and you’ll wonder 
how you ever ate fries without 
it.

’’Peanuts” cartoon creator 
Charles Schulz was fourth 
while Beatles’ legend John 
Lennon tied for fifth place 
with screen goddess Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor, both earning $12 
million. 

While much of Lennon’s 
revenues came as payment 
from other musicians per¬ 
forming his music, Taylor’s 


largely came from her best¬ 
selling perfume White Dia¬ 
monds. The fragrance had 
gross sales of $54 million in 
the United States in 2010, ac¬ 
cording to industry experts 
cited by Forbes.

NFL: Patriots visit Steelers in mid-season 
showdown 


PITTSBURGH (AFP) - Tom 
Brady will try to extend his 
mastery over the Pittsburgh 
Steelers when he leads the 
New England Patriots into the 
US Steeltown for a crucial Na¬ 
tional Football League game 
on Sunday. 

The Patriots are 6-1 against 
the Steelers with Brady as their 
starting quarterback, including 
triumphs in their past four 
meetings, and New England’s 
attack is the NFL’s most pro¬ 
lific so far this season with 
Brady at the helm. 

”If s just execution,” Brady 
said. ”It's guys getting open 
and us completing (pass 
plays). I don’t think there’s 
(some) special thing we do. 
There’s no magic dust we put 
in our cereal in the morning.” 

Brady has looked magical 
at times in throwing nine 
touchdowns in his personal 
four-game win streak against 
Pittsburgh, which includes a 
victory to reach the 2005 
Super Bowl. Brady has four 
triumphs in five games at Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

’’The Steelers are tough to 
beat at home,” Brady said. 
’’The times that we beat them 
we’ve had to play very good 
games. That’s what I’m proba¬ 
bly most proud of. Some of 
our greatest games have been 
against them.” 

Both division leaders are on 


three-game win streaks. The 
Patriots, atop the AFC East di¬ 
vision at 5-1, are coming off a 
bye week while the Steelers, 
atop the AFC North at 5-2, 
won 32-20 last week at Ari¬ 
zona. 

New England leads the 
NFL in total offense with 
474.5 yards a game and tops 
the passing totals with 350.5 
yards a game. Brady tops the 
American Conference with 
2,163 passing yards and 16 
touchdowns and his top re¬ 
ceiver, Wes Welker, leads the 
NFL with 51 catches and ranks 
second with 785 reception 
yards. 

The Steelers boast the 
NFL’s second-best pass de¬ 
fense, allowing 171.9 yards a 
contest. They rank third in 
overall defense, surrendering 
279 yards a game. 

’’They give everybody 
problems,” Patriots coach Bill 
Belichick said. ’’They give you 
a lot of different looks and 
they have a lot of good play¬ 
ers. They have different skills. 
They get a lot of mileage out 
of everybody.” 

Brady completed 30 of 43 
passes for 350 yards and three 
touchdowns, all to tight end 
Rob Gronkowski, and ran for 
another touchdown last year in 
a 39-26 victory at Pittsburgh. 

’’You’re always going to 
keep that in the back of your 


head that you have to beat this 
team because of what hap¬ 
pened (last year),” Steelers re¬ 
ceiver Mike Wallace said. 

If the Patriots win, it will 
give the coach-QB combina¬ 
tion of Belichick and Brady 
117 victories, moving them 
past the former Miami tandem 
of coach Don Shula and Dan 
Marino as the all-time win- 
ningest such duo. 

’’You just have to play ball, 
you don’t play history,” Pitts¬ 
burgh receiver Jerricho Cotch- 
ery said. ”It’s not Steelers 
versus history. It’s Steelers ver¬ 
sus Patriots.” 

Steelers quarterback Ben 
Roethlisberger, who has lost 
four of six career meetings 
with the Patriots, will test a 
New England defense that 
ranks worst in the NFL, yield¬ 
ing 322.2 yards a game. 

’’Those are just numbers,,” 
Roethlisberger said. ”It’s not 
indicative of who they are. It’s 
really because their offense is 
scoring so many points and 
other teams are trying to catch 
up.” 

Pittsburgh coach Mike 
Tomlin has made sure ’’Big 
Ben” and his teammates are

Undefeated Green Bay, 7-0, 
is idle this week, as are 
Chicago, Oakland, Tampa 
Bay, Atlanta and the New York 
Jets. 

The only other 5-1 team be¬ 
sides New England, NFC West 


leader San Francisco, will play 
host to Cleveland (3-3).

Dallas at Philadelphia, Arizona 
at Baltimore, New Orleans at 
St. Louis, Indianapolis at Ten¬ 
nessee, Jacksonville at Hous¬ 
ton, Miami at the New York 
Giants, Minnesota at Carolina, 
Detroit at Denver, Cincinnati 
at Seattle and Washington ver¬ 
sus Buffalo at Toronto. 

San Diego will visit Kansas 
City on Monday night, when a 
victory by the host Chiefs would 
leave both clubs level with Oak¬ 
land atop the AFC West.

La Russa, who has been man¬ 
aging 31 years, said it was one 
of the most emotional and 
thrilling games he has been in¬ 
volved in. At one point late in 
the contest with the Rangers 
ahead, he told some of his 
players to get ready to go on 
the field together to salute the 
home fans at Busch Stadium 
one final time. 

'They wanted us to say 
thanks to the fans so there 


were a couple of times in the 
ninth and tenth inning with 
two outs I was forced to tell 
my players 'go down to the 
bullpen'” 

"We went from that to cel¬ 
ebrating. That's a big emo¬ 
tional change,” La Russa 
added. "I would prefer not to 
do it (win) this way.” 

The Rangers, who are in 
their 51st year, will have to 
wait one more day to try and 


end Major League Baseball's 
third-longest World Series 
drought. Only the Chicago 
Cubs and Cleveland Indians 
have gone longer without win¬ 
ning a title. 


Adrian Beltre and Cruz 
blasted back to back homers in 
the top of the seventh to give 
the Rangers a 6-4 lead Thurs¬ 
day. 

Ian Kinsler also drove in a 
run with a single in the top of 
the seventh as Texas took their 
biggest lead of the contest 7-4 
and appeared to be in control 
late in the game. 

But the Cardinals fought 
back by scoring one run in the 
eighth on an Allen Craig home 
run to cut the Texas lead to 
two. 

Freese then tied it at 7-7 in 
the bottom of the ninth with 
his two-run triple against 
Rangers ace closer Neftali 
Feliz who had converted all six 
of his save opportunities in the 
post-season heading into game 
six. 

Texas is attempting to win 
the World Series after losing in 
the finals last year in five 
games to the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants. 

Lance Berkman went three- 
for-five with three RBI and 
Yadier Molina drove in two 
runs for the Cardinals who sent 
the Fall Classic to a decisive 


game for just the fifth time in 
the last 23 World Series. 

La Russa went to his 
bullpen early and often in the 
contest. Starter Jaime Garcia 
lasted just three innings and 
gave up five hits and two runs 
before being pulled. 

A hobbled Hamilton went 
three-for-six and drove in three 
runs for the Rangers who are 
attempting to become the 10th 
team in the last 11 years to win 
a World Series. 

Hamilton is playing 
through the pain of a injured 
groin which had been limiting 
his power until Thursday when 
he blasted a 406-foot homer to 
right field.

NBA: Talks end with no deal on 
how to divide money 

(AFP) - Taiks between NBA players and club owners con¬ 
cluded on Friday with no agreement on a new contract 
and diminished hope that a lockout that has reached 120 
days will be resolved soon. Owners demand a 50-50 split 
but players, who had 57 percent under the old deal, want 
no less than 52 percent. Neither side budged in a third 
consecutive day of negotiations after progress had been 
made on salary cap and luxury tax issues in a 15-hour 
session Wednesday and a meeting half that length on 
Thursday. With NBA commissioner David Stern saying a 
month will be needed between the completion of a deal 
and the opening tip-off of the season, a season that was 
to have started on Tuesday now figures to open in De¬ 
cember at the earliest.The door also appears about to 
close on any chance of playing a full season of 82 games 
per club even in a compressed timeframe, ensuring lost 
salary for players and lost television revenue and ticket 
income for club owners. Team owners locked out players 
on July 1 after the old contract expired. Club owners 
claim that only eight of 30 clubs are profitable and the 
rest lost a combined $450 million last season. 
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Freese forces game seven 
for Cards 


ST. LOUIS (AFP) - David 
Freese emphatieally stamped 
his presenee on the 107th 
World Series with a walk-off 
home run in extra innings as 
the St. Louis Cardinals edged 
the Texas Rangers 10-9 to 
foree a game seven in the 
107th World Series. 

Freese’s walk-off homer to 
eentre field in the bottom of 
the 11th inning eapped a wild 
see-saw battle that levelled the 
World Series at three games 
eaeh. 

”We never quit trying,” said 
Cardinals veteran manager 
Tony La Russa. ”I know it 
sounds kind of eorny. The 
dugout was alive, even when 
we were behind.” 

The Cardinals will try to 
win their 11th World Series 
ehampionship in franehise his¬ 
tory and first sinee 2006 at 
home at Buseh Stadium. 

Freese’s dramatie blast off 


Rangers reliever Mark Lowe 
in front of a erowd of 47,325 
sets up the first World Series 
game seven in nine years. 

He pounded it deep into the 
right field eorner just out of 
the reaeh of a eharging Texas 
outfielder Nelson Cruz. 

”I just eoneentrated and hit 
it,” said Freese. ”I initially 
thought Cruz was going to 
grab it. It is ineredible to be 
part of this.” 

Earlier in the four hour 33 
minute marathon game, Freese 
hit a two-out, two-run triple to 
right field that tied the game 7- 
7, sending it into extra innings. 

Matt Harrison will piteh for 
the Rangers in game seven and 
La Russa said he had not ruled 
out using his aee Chris Car¬ 
penter on short rest in a game 
seven. 

It was a heartbreaking loss 
for Texas who had the Cardinals 
on the ropes for mueh of the 


eontest. The Rangers were just 
one strike away from winning 
the ehampionship in both the 
ninth and 10th innings but the 
Cardinals refused to give up. 

”I was just sitting there 
praying that we would get that 
last out and we didn’t get it,” 
said Rangers manager Ron 
Washington. ’’You have to tip 
your hat to the Cardinals. They 
took the game from us.” 

They appeared to be head¬ 
ing to their first World Series 
title in franehise history when 
Josh Hamilton blasted a two- 
run homer to right field in the 
top of the 10th inning to give 
the Rangers a 9-7 lead. 

But the Cardinals ehipped 
away at the Texas lead, seor- 
ing two runs in the 10th to tie 
it and setting the stage for 
Freese to launeh the 15th walk 
off home run in World Series 
history.

NFL: US lawmakers 
prod union on HGH 
delay 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - Two 
American lawmakers pushed 
their case to start human 
growth hormone testing of 
National Football League 
players, saying in a letter on 
Friday that the union appears 
to be stalling to delay the tests. 

Darrell Issa, the Republi¬ 
can chairman of the US House 
of Representatives Oversight 
and Government Reform 
Committee, and Elijah Cum¬ 
mings, the top Democrat on 
the panel, wrote the letter to 
the NFL and its players’ union. 

The note came nine days 
after the NFL Players Associ¬ 
ation said it was not prepared 
to have blood samples taken 
by the NFL to begin the HGH 
test process, expressing con¬ 
cern over testing method 
safety and the fairness of find¬ 
ings. 

’’Unfortunately, it appears 
that the players’ union may be 
using stall tactics to avoid 
complying with the collective 
bargaining agreement,” the 
lawmakers wrote. 

Union officials have said 
they seek more data regarding 
the reliability of HGH testing 
methods and what threshold 
should constitute a positive 
test for NFL players, many of 
whom are larger than the av¬ 
erage American. 

Lawmakers pressed their 
case two weeks ago at a Capi¬ 


tol Hill hearing and warned 
that if there was no progress 
on implementing an HGH test 
process, a notion agreed upon 
in talks last July, that ”we will 
be in touch with you shortly.” 

Sunday’s games will mark 
the eighth weekend of the 17- 
week NFL season as most 
teams approach the midpoint 
of their four-month campaign. 

’’Every week of football 
played without a test endan¬ 
gers clean players and sends a 
message to young athletes that 
HGH is tolerated at the game’s 
highest level,” Cummings and 
Issa said in their letter. 

While the lawmakers said 
the appreciate union concerns 
over potential fale positives, 
the worry was not sufficient to 
delay HGH tests through a 
method that has been backed 
by global anti-doping offi¬ 
cials. 

Other lawmakers called for 
the House Energy and Com¬ 
merce Committee to conduct 
hearings on the HGH test 
delay. 

HGH occurs naturally in 
the body but it can be injected 
in synthetic form in a bid to 
boost muscle growth and aid 
recovery from injury. 

Although not proven to be 
performance-enhancing, it is 
on the list of drugs banned in 
global sports, a list that does 
not cover the NFL.
